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PREFACE 


The present bulletin is designed as the first part of a guide, in the 
form of an historical calendar,* to legislation relating to education as 
found in the acts of the General Assembly of Indiana, 1816-1851. The 
acts of the Indiana General Assembly for this period have been carefully 
scrutinized, and all acts, or parts of acts, which relate to formal educa- 
tion in the state have been briefly summarized in chronologically ar- 
ranged items, to which ordinal numbers have been assigned to facilitate 
reference. The laws of the state of Indiana are a rich and relatively un- 
tapped source of historical data relating to education. The use of the 
educational materials in the laws, however, has been somewhat dis- 
couraged by the lack of a guide to such materials. Without such a guide, 
the researcher with an historical interest in some phase of education in 
Indiana has had to scan the volumes of laws, page by page, to ensure 
that nothing of relevance has been overlooked. With the aid of the 
present guide, such a researcher may reduce the amount of unproductive 
searching to a fraction of what it would be if he were to search each page 
of the volumes of laws. 


The selection of the period 1816-1851 for the calendar has not been 
entirely arbitrary. The first constitution of Indiana (1816) and the 
second constitution (1851) divide the history of education in Indiana 
into three broad phases of development. Under the encouragement and 
support, first, of Dean Emeritus Henry Lester Smith, and, subsequently, 
of Dean Wendell W. Wright, the senior author of this bulletin began his 
collection of source materials relating to the history of education in 
Indiana. As this work developed, the territorial period prior to the first 
constitution of 1816 and the period between the first and second consti- 
tutions appeared to constitute logical areas within which to develop 
knowledge about the history of education in Indiana, leaving the period 
following the second constitution for later development. The source 
materials relating to education in the territorial laws and other official 
records of the territorial period have been reproduced in full in a 
previous School of Education Bulletin.** For a time, the idea was enter- 
tained of publishing the source materials in the laws for the period 
1816-1851 in full, but the rapid accumulation of materials made such a 
project impracticable, adding up as it would to several thousand pages. 
It seemed desirable, however, to put at the service of other researchers 
some of the fruits of the work of abstracting the material relating to 
education from the laws passed between the two constitutions. Hence 
this guide to source materials is offered by way of sharing with others a

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by-product of a continuing enterprise in the history of education in 
Indiana. 

The sources cited and annotated herein are all from the printed 
volumes of laws of the state of Indiana, published continuously for each 
session of the General Assembly, beginning with the first session of 
1816-1817. As the legislation grew in volume, the acts for each session 
tended to be separated according to the type of act, e.g., general acts, 
special acts, and revised acts.* The title pages of these volumes employ 
several different ways of referring to these acts, frequently in lengthy 
and archaic language. For convenience of reference the shorter titles 
which are in general usage have been employed, as follows: Indiana 
Laws, Indiana General Laws, Indiana Special Acts, Indiana Local Laws, 
Indiana Revised Laws, Indiana Revised Statutes, and Indiana Militia 
Act.** The printed volumes of Indiana laws in the Indiana University 
Law Library were employed in checking the citations in this bulletin. 

Every act passed by the Indiana General Assefnbly during the 
period covered was carefully checked to ascertain whether it contained 
material relating to education. Acts showing such relationship were 
then summarized briefly and numbered in chronological order within 
each yearly legislative session.*** Each numbered item thus contains 
a summary of the content of an act (or part of an act) as it relates 
to education and the source of the act in the printed laws (title and 
year, chapter, section, and page). In making the summaries of the 
legislation, the authors attempted to keep them as brief as possible and 
still provide the reader with a clear idea of the general scope of the 
content related to education. A precaution should perhaps be raised here 
that some inevitable distortion of meaning occurs when legal material is 
summarized, and consequently the summaries in the items should be used 
only as a guide to the sources, not as the basis in themselves for pro- 
nouncements about events or developments in Indiana educational his- 
tory. The precise meaning of many acts could be obtained only through 
tracing the interpretation which the courts have made with respect to the 
acts. 

Because of the embryonic state of formal education in Indiana 
during the period covered by this bulletin, the decision was made to 
include references to libraries. There is little question that in many 
areas libraries carried on an educational function as much as, or more 
than, the poorly housed and staffed schools of the day. 

To provide a general idea of the range of materials relating to 
education which are found in the laws of this period, the subject headings 
under which the various acts might be placed have been listed below. 


* The various categories of legislative acts came to be given separate title 
pages and to be numbered separately, but different collections of the printed laws 
exhibit varying practices as to binding them separately or in groups. 

** The complete title and other publication data for each volume are given 
in Appendix B. 

*** Where several acts of the same date of enactment occur, they have been 
arranged in the order in which they were paged in the printed volume, with all 


of the items for general or revised legislation following items for special (local) 
acts of the same date. 
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1. Township schools: establishment, districting, financing, admin- 
istration and operation. 

2. County seminaries and Indiana College (Indiana University): 
establishment, financing, administration and operation, powers 
and restrictions 

3. Private educational institutions (schools, seminaries, academies, 
institutes, colleges, and universities): establishment, financing, 
administration and operation, powers and restrictions 

4. School lands: acquisition, supervision, sale and lease 

5. School funds (township, county, and state): source, supervision, 
investment, expenditure, agent or agency, records and reports 

6. School officials (school trustees; district, township, county, and 
state treasurers for school funds; county school commissioners; 
school land agents; superintendent of the state loan office): elec- 
tion, privileges, powers, and duties 

7. Fines and license fees (allocated for the use of schools) 

8. School taxes 

9. Education of special groups (apprentices, indigent children, 
orphans, deaf and dumb children) 

10. Libraries (county libraries, the State Library, and private sub- 
scription libraries): establishment, financing, administration and 
operation, powers and restrictions.

All of 
these special acts are virtually identical in substance, and therefore, rather than 
take the space to annotate each of them separately in its appropriate chrono- 
logical position in the body of the calendar, they have been collectively treated 
in Appendix A, with an indication only of the county involved, the enactment 
date, and the source.

APPENDIX A 
Selected County Library Acts 


The following table contains the enactment date and source of acts 
of the General Assembly of Indiana, 1816-1838, which provide that 10 
per cent of the proceeds from the sale of lots at the seats of justice of 
the various counties be applied for the use of county libraries. An 
asterisk beside a citation indicates that, in addition to the 10 per cent 
provision, the act grants to the voters of the county cited the same 
“powers, privileges, and authorities . . . to organize, conduct, and sup- 
port a county library” that are granted to the voters of Dubois and other 
counties named in an act entitled “an act incorporating a county library, 
in the county of Dubois and other counties,” approved January 28, 1818.
